DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In lines 15 and 16, "the swivel device" lacks proper antecedent basis within the 
claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hansen et al (GB 
838501) in view of Cushing (219849), De Estrada (4722685) and Patrick (383367). Hansen 
shows a tubular arm 17, drive shaft 22, coupler 22c, collet shaft 8 connected at the rear end to the 
drive shaft for rotation as shown, bit 9 and swivel device 19, page 3, lines 56-61 . Hansen does 
not show a knuckle joint. Cushing shows using a knuckle joint as shown. It would be obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Hansen to include a knuckle joint as shown by Cushing 
in order to better pivot the tool to the desired angle. The above combination does not show a 
removable cap. De Estrada shows a removable cap 1 1. It would be obvious to one of ordinary 
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skill in the art to modify the above combination to include a removable cap as shown by de 
Estrada in order to gain access to the cutting element. The above combination does not show a 
cap that rotates around the axis. Patrick shows a cap "B" that is frictionally rotatably mounted 
and capable of rotating around the axis. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the above combination to include a cap as shown by Patrick in order to better protect the 
desired area in use. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 17 is allowed. 

Claims 10 would be allowed if the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejection above is obviated. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed October 3, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's remarks are held to be moot in view of the newly applied rejection 
above. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Jelicic (3786566) shows a rotatable cap.
